we must here express an earnest hope 

' that all parties interested may have 
the amplest opportunity of vindica- 
ting their position in this matter, so 
that the public may be able to “ * put 
the saddle on the right horse.’” 
We presume our contemporary has 

- undoubted authority for the above 
announcement, although we do not 

’ quite see the aim or object of pub- 
lishing the same. We- fail to see. 

_ what considerations could possibly 
_ have been raised by any action of 
’’ Dr. Hitel towards Mr. T. C. Hayllar,
